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In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., "a replaceable bag of chemicals") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. CIr. 1993). In reference to claim 2, the applicant claims that the permeable bag containing the cyanuric 
acid is placed into a cavity of a feeder whereas in Nelli it is poured. Being placed and pouring in perform the same function. The applicant 
has amended claims 2, 7. 11. 16 and 22 to recite a chemical consisting essentially of cyanuric acid. The term consisting essentially in 
the amended claims 2. 7, 11. 16 and 22 states states that the cyanuric acid consists of other chemicals.
